%Tr1s is an agricultural territory, as far as oc- 
cupied. The people are generally poor, but are 
opening good farms and homes. The scanty 
means brought here, are generally spent ere the 
virgin soil is broken, and crops raised for bread 
and seed. Then, markets are $0. far from the 
consumer that transportation costs as much as 
farmers get for their products, and our supplies 
are brought «0 far that living. is much higher 
here than in the East. Add to this, nearly all the 
farmers buy their fuel, and this is no small tax. 

* The Baptists hold and control their full share 
of property and influence, but not all of them. 

* Then the grasshoppers cut off our coarse grain 
at least 50 per cent., and our wheat and garden 
vegetables at least 25 per cent. Four to ix 
counties, east of us, three of which join us, are 
axking aid from the eastern and central parts of 
lows. 

* The Governor has jssued a proclamation to 
the citizens to aid the settlers in those counties, 
Towns and cities are making vigorous efforts 
jus% now for their relief. Railroads are carry- 
ing grain, coal, and supplies free. 

* These people are our neighbors, and are no 
worse off than much of Dakota. Some of our 
Dakota church members live on the Iowa «ide 
of * The Big Sioux.” 

« Searcely do I make a trip out, without pick- 
ing up garments in my family, and distributing 
them among my needy, destitute members. I 
never was charged of slackness, or over-modesty, 
in asking for, and getting money for Christ's 
cause where money was and could be brought out.

* The five dollars were laid on the altar as the 
first-fruit and offering mostly of a church 1 orgs 
nized last evening, of Danes, in number, 27. The 
outlook for Baptists in Dakota was never more 
encouraging than now. This is the thirteenth 
church in the territory. 1 am called on to axwst 
in organizing another one next week. Material 
has been gathered for an organization at Siov: 
Falls, the most important unoccupied point in 
the territory. 

* Rev. J. P. Coffman, of Washington, Iowa, 
expected here as pastor next week ; and Rev. 
F. Bower, from Illinois toY ankton within twenty 
days. I am full of work. Expect to leave i 
morrow, in response to an urgent call to axis! 
Bro. J. J. Melntyre, where already many at 
anxiously inquiring * What *hall we do to Ie 
zaved.' In another direction, where the pin 
of the Lord is shed forth on the people, the call 
is loud : * Come over and help us.” Sometimes 
my heart cries out, O Lord ! * Who is sufficient 
for these things Thanks to God, our «#+- 
ciency is from Him. This day, «o bright and 
fair, I felt like re-consecrating my entire beiv; 
to His service. But, ob, how little and wean » 
all of this in compari-on of what He has done fo' 
as. Even in this I «hall fail, if His grace is »* 
given me. I hope to walk in his light and 
swrength. May the Lord make this year frut- 
ful in spiritual things to us—a year of His «v- 
ing power, for His Son's zxake. Pray for us.

ITS ADVANTAGES AND RESOURCES. 


NEBRASKA is an Indian word, signifying © Water 
Valley,” or * Shallow River,” the Indian name for the 
Platte. This is the principal stream of the country, and 
from it the State took its name. 


ITS LOCATION 


is west of TLowsa, the dividing line being the Miasouri 
River. It- extends weastward to base of the Black Hills, 
having an extreme length of 412 miles, « width of 208 
miles, and an area of 76,000 8quare miles, containing 
«boat $8,000,000 acres more land than the State of 
Illinols. 

Mitchell's School Atlas shows the center of Nebrasksa 
to be just midway between the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans, and about 140 miles north of the center of the 
United States. It is in « choice part of the temperate 
ze, and within the inothermal belt, which bas always 
produced the bighest types of muscular and mental de- 
velopment, and the grandest achievements of genius 
and enterprise. 

ITS GEOLOGICAL HISTORY, 
according to Prof. Aughey, is like « weird «tory, It 
was once ewept over by a great en, of polar coldoess, 
in which drifted huge mazes of ice. 

After the ge lost its dominion a large portion of the 
State became the bed of = lake. The Miazouri River, 
which at that time was fed by immense glaciers about 
its head-waters, and which was from four to twelve 
miles wide, and very muddy, ran through the lake, and 
with its rich depogits gradually filled it up until it be- 
came dry land. Soils taken from various parts of the 
Nate, and gubmitted to chemical analysis, are found to 
be pure Miszouri mud. 

From the numerous fossi! remains which abound, it 
appears that among the primeval animals that roamed 
the luxurious meadows, and lodged in its ancient 
forests, where trees were three and four hundred feet 
high, were four species of mastodons, three of the cle- 
phant, and eight of camels. There monster 
horses, larger than the English dray-horse, and dimina- 
live-ponies, thirty inches high. And there were llamas, 
and huge buffalo, and olk, and terrible carnivorous 
animals, allied to the lion, the tiger, the panther, and 
the bear. | 

These, and other monstrous creatures, contended for 
the dominion of the laud, while in the lake enormous 
reptiles, armed with dreadful stings and frightful teeth, 
fought for the empire of the waters. 


THE SURFACE FEATURKS 
of Nebraska are beautiful. There are no mountains. 
The prairies, which on the bluffs of the Miaouri are 
about 1,000 feet above the an level, gradually rise as 
they recede westward, in long slopes and gentle undu- 
lations until, in the weatern portion of the State, they 
reach an altitude of 4,000 feet. Bayard Taylor, the 
celebrated 1raveler, mays: * The country is one of the 
mot beautiful ever I looked upon. There is none of the 
wearicome monotony of the prairies, as in Illinois, or 
wampy tracts, as in Indiana and Ohio.” 
There are no flat lands except in the valleys, yet, lands 
too broken for cultivation are very uncommon. 


NEBRASKA WAS ADMITTED INTO THE UNION 
in 1967. The *ame year its capital was located by com- 
wiziovers. It -was laid out on the wild prairie fifty 
miles weet of the Mizouri, near the great aalt bugin, 
and called Lincoln. The Inzane Azylum, Penitentiary,
